Joliet, 111., June 6.—Several hun­ 
dred convicts in the state penitentiary 
today mutinied and set fire to the re­ 
pair shop. 


In less than half an hour the blaze 
had spread to four other buildings, the 
eonvlcta had gotten beyond the con­ 
trol of the guards and a detachment 
of the state militia near the prison 
was sent for. 


The prisoners, among them mur­ 
derers, thugs and thieve» of the most 
hardened sort, were disgruntled at an 
order issued by the acting 
warden 
barring ail visitors from the prison 
except relatives of the convicts. 
It was believed that the uprising 
was pre-arranged. While at breakfast 
there was an uproar, and immediate­ 
ly every convict began throwing plates 
and cups at the heads of the guards. 
Additional guards were sent for, but 
the convicts were beyond control. / 
The first detachment of militia to 
arrive entered the prison yard with 
drawn bayonets and drove the con- 
viefs back. 
Many hand to hand fights ensued be­ 
fore the men were driven to their 
cells. Five men are more or less ser­ 
iously''injured, as the result of the 
flghl7. 
.After it was thought that the sit­ 
uation was well in hand the fire gain­ 
ed control again. 
Infantrymen stop­ 
ped trying to force prisoners into the 
cells to aid the firemen and loyal con­ 
victs to fight the fiames.

8udden Change In Temperature Likely 
to Be Disastrous to 8hell Frames, 
Bays Optician. 


An optician, 
writing In the New 
ora 
Yorlf Hun, gives some information that 
may benefit the 
wearers of. shell- 
rimmed spectacles. 
It la of the utmost importance, he 
paya, to be very careful not to subject 
the shell frames to a sudden atmos­ 
pheric change. You must not go from 
room la which the temperature is 
about 70 degrees Into the open where 
the temperature Is as low as ten de­ 
grees. 
If you make that sudden 
change, the shell frames will crack In 
some place. A low temperature makes 
the «hell frames contract, and since 
the lenses will not *give," the frames 
must. 
s| 
A high temperature, especially on 
humid days, causes the shell to ex­ 
pand. That loosens the frames and 
allows the leases to get out of posi­ 
tion. Sometimes the heat of the body 
has the same effect. V 
To prevent scratching the lenaes, 
never lay your glasses down so that 
they rest on the glass. 
Instead, turf» 
them so that the frames have the 
weight. 
It Is equally important to 
clean the lensea In the sight way. Al­ 
ways use a cloth made for the pur­ 
pose, and be sure that your method 
is correct. 
Take the glasses In your 
left hand and the cloth in the right 
and rub the leases gently. Be careful 
never to twist the glasses. Hokl thsüh 
firmly and do the twisting with the 
hand that holds the cloth. Then you 
will not work the lenses loose In the 
frames.
